The Secretary of the Treasury 
Makes a mowing Report to 
the Cabinet. 


MATT CARPENTER AHU HIS FINAN­ 
CIAL RECORD. 
Last week we published aa editorial on 
ex-Senator Carpenter's financial record In 
Congress, wLen we clearly showed that he 
voted far 
resumption and against all 
amendments to the act which tended to im­ 
pair its efficacy. 
An attack on 31r. 
Carpenter was made by Hon. George W. 
Allen, of Milwaukee, an extreme goUite, 
whose financial opinions are altogether im 
practicable, and who has an eye on a seat 
In tbe Senate. Allen undertook to show 
that

record 
was 
a 
dangerous 
one, 
that 
by his 
wavering views on finance 
he had forfeited the confidence of tbe Re­ 
public^?, and was not entitled to tbe sup­ 
port ot the Republican party. 
3Ir. Car­ 
penter made an answer to Allen's charges, 
when tbe latter replied in a still longer 
article to the Evening Wisconsin, attempt­ 
ing to support his charges from the Con­ 
gressional Record. 
Carpenter put in a 
rejoinder, which was published in the 
Wisconsin of Tuesday, and Matt’s last 
words to George W. Allen show that a 
man who has not a ready pen, a keen in­ 
tellect, and who can not sail on a clear sea, 
has 
no 
business 
to 
tackle 
him 
in a newspaper controversy. 
Like Saul 
among bis brethren, “he stands head and 
shoulders above them all” when it comes 
to throwing hot shot. 
One of Allen’s charges was that Carpen­ 
ter never voted for resumption during the 
whole time he was in the Senate. 
Car­ 
penter took up the Record and showed 
th it every word w as false. 
Allen then 
backed down, and said the resumption act 
as it passed was such an abortion that 
“that staunch and unwavering 
honest 
money Democrat, Bayard of Delaware, 
was constrained to vote against it.” Car­ 
penter picks up the Congressional Record, 
and show’s that Bayard was not present 
when the vote was taken, and therefore 
did not vote at all. Mr. Allen then makes 
this charge against Carpenter: 
After the reading of the veto message, Mr. Car­ 
penter arose and broke the t-pell thai bung over 
the Senate chamber by say ing: “lie that smit- 
eth thee upon one cheek turn unto him the other 
also," which language wa* characterized by the 
prees at the time a a being, under the circum­ 
stances, the language of a mountebank rather 
than of a states man. 
As an answer to this, Mr. Carpenter says 
it is a whoie-cloth falsehood ; that ho was 
in the chair at the time ; that no debate 
followed the reading of tho message ; that 
he did not utter a word about the message 
except to state irom the chair that the bill 
was before the Senate tor re consideration ; 
and that 2 J Record, part 4, page J,271 ,will 
bear him oat in the denial of this charge. 
Mr. Allen again charges that Carpenter 
accepted a call from Greenbackers and 
Democrats to become their candidate, Car­ 
penter declares this is entirely untrue aud 
says: The call was not to become their 
candidate, but w&ssigued by my neighbors 
and friends, staunch Republicans and oth­ 
ers, asking me to be a candidate: but not a 
Democratic 
arni Grcenbackers candidate. 
They pledged themselves to do all they 
could to elect me; and they knew they 
could only do so by supporting Republican 
members for the Legislature. 
And this 
year we elected eight Republican Assem­ 
blymen, against two last year, showing 
that they kept their promise, not by elect­ 
ing Democrats and Grot ab ackers, but Re- 
publicans. 
Another of Allen’s charges was that Mr. 
Carpenter, previous to the passage of the 
resumption act,entertained inflation views, 
to which Matt answers: 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has published a carefully prepared state­ 
ment showing the number of illicit distil­ 
leries captured, the number of stills seized, 
and the number of officers killed during 
the year while attempting to enforce tbe 
law, for the year 1878. The total number 
of stills seized is 1,258, of which 237 were 
located in Georgia, 410 in North Carolina. 
110 in South Carolina, and 223 in Tennes­ 
see. The arrests made numbered 2,990— 
nearly the entire number being made in 
the Southern States. In Alabama there 
were G92 arrested : in Georgia, G54; in 
Kentucky, 
207; in North

Five ot those were in Georgia ; 2 in Ken­ 
tucky ; I in North Carolina ; 2 in South 
Carolina; C in Tennessee ; and 2 in Vir­ 
ginia. This report shows under what dif­ 
ficulty the officers ot the Government labor 
la the South in doing their duty.

labor nearly all that is required to supply 
their wants and make them comfortable, 
with a considerable surplus, which they 
sell. 
They are demonstrating in a practical 
way that ail working people have to do 
to find employment is to organize and go 
to work, raising their own food, making 
their own clothing, and such other articles 
as they need to make themselves comfort­ 
able and happy. If they stand idle, they 
must suffer want, while if they are bnsy 
producing what they need, all their wants 
will be supplied. 
This association is small as yet, but is 
growing rapidly, and promises to absorb 
all the more intelligent working people of 
the county, within* a limited time.—Na­ 
tional Republican, December.

The Man U ho Reinforced Grant in 
Chattanooga and Aided the March 
to th e Mea. 
New York Sun. 
Major General Donald Craig McCallum, 
who died at his home in Brooklyn, on Fri­ 
day night, bad been ailing since Decora­ 
tion Day, when he took a severe cold while 
ndiog with General Hancock and General 
Schofield. His disease terminated in ciro- 
hosis ot the liver and abdominal dropsy, 
and he feufferedjfroin hemorrhages. General 
McCallum was a Scotchman}. 
Hts lather 
had emigrated to this country, and settled 
down &8a tailor in Rochester, New Yolk 
As young Donald did not like his lather's 
trade, he started out in the world for him­ 
self, with his entire property, consisting of 
clothing, tied ap in a handkerchief. 
He 
had, however, a definite determination to 
learn the carpenter's trade, and he worked 
his way to Lundy's Lane, where he settled 
and married 
Mary McNabb. On his 
return to Rochester with his wile and one 
child, he began business as a carpenter and 
went to work on the Erie Railway. 
He 
was gradually advanced in the department 
of bridge bui.ding until he invented au 
arch truss, the use of which on various 
roads brought him a revenue of 875,000 a 
year. In 1801 he was made General Super­ 
intendent of the Brie Railway, but be 
gave up that position to go into the 
service ot the Ohio& Mississippi Railroad. 
On the breaking out Jof the War he was 
recommended by John Brough and Chaun­ 
cey Hibbard to the War Department, and 
w as placed in charge of the Department OI 
Jnited States Military Railroads, a bureau 
that was new alike to the army and to the 
railroad system. lo this capacity be had 
charge of many important military move­ 
ments. 
When Grant was cornered near Chat­ 
tanooga in 1803, it became necessary to 
send him some veteran trooos iu haste, 
resident Lincoln determined to send the 
Eleventh and Twelfth Army Corps from 
the Army of the Potomac, but some old 
army officers 
estimated 
that 
it 
would Uke six weeks to forward the 
troops. Gen. McCallum was sent tor, and 
he said he could transport the troops to 
Grant’s headquarters in seven days. His 
confident assertion was pooh-poohed by 
some of the officers, but the President and 
S ecretary Stanton intrusted him With the 
u n d ertak in g . Ile worked night and day, 
sending oil train after train loaded with 
troops, aud in the specified time he had the 
two army corps in Chattanooga in time to 
meet the emergency, and for this service he 
received the thanks of the Department. 
In the performance of this undertaking, 
Gen. McCallum was obliged to arrest Maj- 
Geo. Carl Schurz for interfering with his 
arrangements. Gen. McCallum construct­ 
ed oyer 2,000 miles of railroad, aud ex 
pended over fI2,Cd0,000 In his department. 
He very materially promoted the success 
of Sherman's march to the sea, and it is 
remarkable that Gen. Sherman, in his 
"Memoirs," has said nothing of the De­ 
partment 
of 
Military 
Railroads, 
to 
which 
he 
owed 
so 
much. 
At the close of the war the men em­ 
ployed on the United States Military Rail­ 
road service found an unexpected hospital 
fund on hand amounting to about $10,000. 
A committee was appointed lo disposeol it, 
consisting of Major O. H. Stevens, Jacob 
Van Dyne, and John Wyman, who finally 
concluded to purchase a handsome dia­ 
mond pin tor $7,OC3. This was presented 
to General McCallum {at a dinner given in 
Delmomco'e. Subsequently James Fisk, 
Jr., persuaded General McCallum to sell 
the pin to bim. That is the history of 
Jim Fisk’s celebrated pin. 
General McCallum was privately known 
to be something of a poet. Among his 
compositions was "The Water Mill,'' with 
the refrain. 
I he mill never grlndsRgain with water that has 
passed. 
A small volume ot these poems was pri­ 
vately published for circulation among his 
friends in 1S70. But while he was in bust 
ness the General always said he did not 
wish it to be known that he wrote,,poetry, 
"lest he should be taken for a d 
d 
fool." 


And he 
flung a c3rnical smile over his shoulder, aa 
if he shared Carlyle’s contempt for "the 
voice of the vox populi.” 
"Some o f the best things I have ever 
written," said he, in the same mood, "have 
had a very limited sale, and a few songs on 
which I have spent the most time have 
never sold at all."

There were 
seven double executions, four triple, and 
two quadruple. Friday retains the repu­ 
tation as hangman’s day, seventy executions 
having taken place on that day. The 
largest number In any one month was 
March,

then occurred. Seventy per cent, of the 
hangings were in the Southern States, and 
nearly two-thirds of the victims were ne­ 
groes.

Lincoln County Bonds. 


Wausan Wisconsin: Judge Parks was to 
have heard the argument in the matter of 
restraining Lincoln county from issuing 
bonds and collecting a tax to aid the ex­ 
tension of the Wisconsin Valley Railroad 
from Wausau to Jenny, the county seat on 
the 3J of this month at Stevens Point. It 
will be remembered that last fall the cquu 
ty voted aid to that road in bonds and 
money to the amount of £110,000, although 
only about five miles of the road wa9 in 
the county.
